“In my mill when business is not paying 
we do not shut down but en* off the divi­ 
dend. 
The stockholders lose first every 
time.” 
"Then there is some sentiment among 
the mill authorities." 
"Yes. there is; more 
credit for. 
Ai times I 
of having too much. 
agrin once called me a 
and I ve oft* ti thought 
that engraved on my tombstone.” 
“Do you know' of anything better 
that could be engraved on your tom b­ 
stone?” 
“I don’t know of any.” 
“I think further,” said Agent Routh- 
worth, “you will find we 
sympathize 
with the operatives on record In the 
report of the conference. 
W e tried to 
look at It as they did and I said that 
we would have done as they did with 
the information they had at hand.” 
“And when you said; ‘W hat do you 
think the stockholders have invested 
their money for- charity?'

agent of the mills was also present. This

place in Lowell ii was his misfortune to

“Mr. Palmer of your board, was, I em 
told, present during a part of this Inter­ 
view. 
“f urther evidence of the instigation cf 
tins tri'Ubb 
from the two cities named 
has been furnished by certain of 
the 
menibeis of Le,well 
unions, who have 
frankh' admitted the fact in conversation 
with their employers.” 
“That is why,” said Mr. Southworth, 
“I say that outside labor leaders pro­ 
moted this strike.” 
Agent Southworth then quoted u t­ 
terances 
which 
he 
claimed 
were 
contained in tho manual of the Hard­ 
ers’ union and the National Loomflx- 
ers’ association as follows; 
From the Carders’ hand-book; "The 
capitalists 
x x x 
use the nrmy 
of 
unemployed as a whip to lash 
and 
starve the employed to submit to the 
lowest possible wages, so that 
their 
dividends will not fail; and like the 
princes and lords of 
the Old World 
they revel In luxurious debauch while 
with the honest tollers are ever pres­ 
ent hunger, misery and the pauper's 
grave.” 
From the manual of 
the National 
Loomflxers’ association: 
"Capital has 
assumed to Itself the right to own and 
control labor for 
the accomplishment 
of Its own greedy and selfish ends, re­ 
gardless of the laws of nature and na­ 
ture’s (Mori. 
While the working cla ss­ 
es. 
who produce all the wealth, are 
belue reduced to the most abject and 
degraded condition, their 
employers 
are dally accum ulating immense riches 
until at length capital must center In 
the hands of a few Individuals or cor­ 
porations and be used with fearful e f­ 
fect in still further depreciating, 
op­ 
pressing and degrading the laborer.” 
He blamed the leaders for filling the 
minds of tho main body with strike 
sentiment., through utterances that m is­ 
represent the true relation of capital 
and labor. 


COST OF LIVING, 


Mr. Southworth then read com para­ 
tive statem ents of the cost of living in 
I different mill cities, and explained the 
I holdings of stock in the M assachusetts 
I mills, women, 
charities 
and trustees 
holding many shares, while 192 persons 
held one share each. 
His reckoning 
dated bink to 1892 and he showed that 
at that time, women, 
trustees 
and 
guardians held a majority of stock. 


MR. Mr VE V S IDEA. 


Agent Southworth said: “Mr. McVey 
or his clients seem to think that one 
reason for not raising w ages was that 
the mill is burdened on one '•.Me by 
the cotton market and on the other by 
the selling office,” and then he went 
into an interesting dissertation on cot­ 
ton growing, stating that a very large 
proportion of small planters mortgaged 
the cotton crop before the seed la in 
In many 
cases 
the 
kept alive during the 
neighboring provision 
he has agreed to de­ 
liver so many acres of ins cotton crop. 
Then, he said, it is im possible to buy 
from a planter and the mills in Lowell 
that use so much cotton are forced to 
buy through the middleman.

It Is the Intention of the commission to provide abundant shade trees 
with s ta ts so arranged that they will take in 
practically all

In the plan to be carried o u t by the commission, a green house 
Is a necessity. 
This will be a source of economy rather than expense as 
the city every year buys a considerable 
quantity of 
flowers, 
plants and 
shrubs. 
With the aid of a greenhouse this expense can be saved. 
There 
xviii also be more fountains, more bandstands and more 
flower 
beds. 
The 
commission has not yet fully developed its plans for park extension. 
It is 
not likely that any new land will be purchased for several yours but lf any 
public spirited citizen has a piece of land to offer as a gift It 
will probably 
Le accepted if It be suitable for park purposes. 
The present 
parks 
will 
undergo extensive Improvements before any new parks are acquired. 


S PE E D RULES NECESSARY. 


The speed of automobiles Is being regulated by the lending cities all 
over the country, or at least by such cities as had not previously adopted 
tafe speed rules for the regulation of such vehicles. 
There are certain streets on which automobiles drive at 
a 
dangerous 
rate of speed. 
One of these is Andover street, another Rogers street. 
On 
both streets are steep hills down which the Red Devils pass at a rate that 
m akes collisions extremely dangerous. 
If children happen to be on the 
streets they are In imminent danger of being run over. 
It is absolutely nec­ 
essary th at some speed rules be adopted and enforced, especially because 
chaffeurs from other places occasionally come here and drive around the 
city with the utmost carelessness. 
There is a MU before the legislature Axing the maximum speed of autos 
at twelve miles an hour In cities and twenty miles on country roads, but it Is 
not intended to supersede local ordinances. Each 
city and town is still to 
be left free to adopt such rules as it deems 
expedient 
for the city or town 
which does not make special rules of Its own will be subject to the provis­ 
ions of this bill In case the measure becomes a law. 
It is tim e this city adopted some rules to prevent accidents 
during 
the 
sum m er from the fast driving of automobiles.

Manufacturers Made 
Attacks on Organized 
Bitter 
Labor

N E W O R LEA N S, La., April 14—The na­ 
tional association of m anufacturers repre­ 
sen tin g hundreds of m illions of invested 
capital, began today what prom ised to be 
the most im portant annual convention in 
its history. 
The largely increased repre­ 
sentation 
from various 
m anufacturing 
s .a ts of the north w as declared by the 
m em bers to be largely due to the interest 
taken bv the m em bers in the labor ques­ 
tion. 
Jam es VV. Porch, vice president for 
lo u isia n a , called the convention to order. 
M ayor I'aul Capdevllle of N ew 
Orleans 
and Governor VV. VV'. Deary m ade sp eech­ 
es Of w elcom e and President Parry re- 
spondi d. 
The president's annual report w as then 
rend. 
The report in part was aa follows; 
After calling attention to the marked 
growth of the National Association of 
M anufacturers which now 
has 
over 
tw enty-one hundred members on its 
roll, Mr. Parry immediately took up 
the question of the battle between the 
m anufacturers and organized labor in 
connection with the 
eight-hour 
and 
anti-conspiracy bills, which were de­ 
feated iii the last session of congress. 
Referring to this contest, Mr. P arry 
said: 
"By its determined 
opposition 
to 
the passage of the eight-hour and the 
anti-injunction bills this 
association 
performed w hat to my mind, was 
a 
great public service, the full signifi­ 
cance of which is, perhaps, not realized 
even by many who were foremost in 
condemning 
those 
measures. 
The 
mere defeating of these two bills does 
not tell the story. 
W hat was done that 
was much more im portant 
and 
fa r­ 
reaching was to give 
an 
opportune 
check to socialistic impulse. 
It is im ­ 
possible to hide our eyes to the fact 
that a large m ass of tile people, for­ 
getful of the liberties and blessings 
they now enjoy, are with restless a r ­ 
dor striving to force the 
nation 
to 
w hat must, eventually mean Industrial 
disaster, if not anarchy and despotism. 
“Organized Labor, an arm y presum ­ 
ably two million strong, 
fooling 
its 
strength and exultant over m any vic­ 
tories it had won, concluded last w in­ 
ter that the time w as ripe to 
make 
congress engraft upon 
the 
sta tu te 
books of the 
nation its sprigs 
of so­ 


cialism. legalizing those denials of in 
dividual rights which it has heretofore 
sought to enjoin the for ce. 
It drew up 
and fathered the eight-hour and anti 
injunction bills, the former of 
which 
could well have been entitled ‘An Act 
to repeal the bill of rights guaranteeing 
the freedom of the individual,’ and the 
tatter should have been termed, ‘A bill 
to legalize strikes and boycotts.’ 
"The introduction 
in congress 
of 
such m easures as these and the sup­ 
port they received there and from the 
press and public can only be regarded 
as ominous m anifestations of the deep­ 
seated power of an organization which 
in late years had had such an insidious 
growth th a t we find it dominating to 
a dangerous degree the whole social 
political and governmental systems of 
the nation. Who can take note of the 
hundreds 
of 
strikes 
during 
the 
last 
year, 
of the 
m any acts of ag­ 
gression and ruthless violation of prin­ 
ciples heretofore held dear 
by the 
American people, of 
the subservient 
arid apologetic tone of m any news­ 
papers and public men 
toward 
those 
things, 
and also of the all too preval 
ent antagonism tow ard capital w ith­ 
out being impressed with the gravity 
of the situation? 
lf Organized Labor 
had succeeded in getting its two bills 
enacted into law, more measures of a 
similar character would have followed 
close upon the heels, and we should 
have found socialism stealing upon us 
at a rapid rate. 
“It is well that those who would 
revolutionize tho social order, should 
at the very inception of their national 
program meet with organized resist­ 
ance and it was fortunate that there 
was an association strong 
enough to 
checkm ate the influence of 
organized 
labor this last winter, and that at a 
time when in the full plentitude of its 
power, it seemed certain to success. 
This conflict and it was a conflict, and 
a very momentous one—deserves to go 
down in history as the first decisive 
defeat of the socialistic forces which 
have of late years had such surprising 
growth. 
National Secretary Marshall Cushing's 
annual report showed an increase in mem­ 
bership of IOO per cent, during the last 
year and a satisfactory financial condi­ 
tion.

I did not tes- 
tify In police court In this case. I 
spoke to "Capt. Mitten about the case 
about three times. Capt. Mitten was 
the first to mention the matter. He 
did not go over the evidence in regard 
to the case with me. I told him what 
I saw. 
I repeated the same story to 


Lawyer Bent twice. One of these oc- 
casions was possibly a week or ten 
days ago, and I cannot remember when 
the other time was.- • 


"While reading I was sitting on 


settee In the room. Yarnold was nit- 
ting at the table talking to Mr. Hill.

ALGIERS, Algeria, April 15—Algiers 
was in gala attire today in honor of the 
coming of President Loubet, the first 
chief of state since Em peror Napoleon 
III to visit the French N orth African 
possessions. 
The picturesque 
streets 
of the ancient city were 
elaborately 
decorated. 
Arches and stands had 
been erected on the main thoroughfares 
and these, with the principal build­ 
ings. were gay with flags and stream ers 
of the national colors. 
Vast 
crowds 
filled the Boulevard de La Republique 
and the streets leading to the wharves 
and m any Arabs in quaint 
costumes 
mingled with the throngs which aw ait­ 
ed the arrival of the great white sultan 
as the French ruler is known am ong 
the natives. 
In the harbor were 
the 
ru s s ia n , British and Italian squadrons 
sent to extend international greetings 
to the president and also the 
French 


cruiser Du Chayla, having on board 
the Moroccan mission and the Spanish 
battleship Pelaya with the special en ­ 
voy of Spain on board. 
Throughout the morning there was a 
continuous cannonade from the warships 
and forts as ceremonious calls between 
the visiting naval commanders and the 
resident officials were exchanged. 
At IO o’clock the S^maphone signalled 
the approach of the French squadron, es­ 
corting President Txjubet. 
The warships 
advanced in perfect order with the ar­ 
mored cruiser Jeanne d'Arc bearing the 
president, ahead, followed by the battle­ 
ship Saint Louis, with Marine Minister 
Pelletan on board and the battleship and 
cruisers Charlemagne, Gaulois Jena and 
Bouvet and a flotilla of smaller craft. 
It was an imposing naval spectacle, the 
beauty of which was enhanced by bril­ 
liant sunshine.

Manufacturers Made 
Attacks on Organized 
Bitter 
Labor 


By Associated Press to Tho Sun 
NEW ORLEANS, La., April 14—The na­ 
tional association of manufacturers repre­ 
s e n t i n g hundreds of m illions of invested 
capital, began today what promised to be 
the most important annual convention in 
its history. The largely inert used repre­ 
sentation 
from various 
manufacturing 
seats of the north was declared by the 
members to be l a r g e l y due to the interest 
taken by the members lr. the labor ques­ 
tion. James VV. Porch, vice president for 
Louisiana, called the convention to order. 
Mayor Paul ('n pele Ville of N e w 
Orleans 
and Governor VV. W. II* ary made speech­ 
es of welcome and President Parry re­ 
sponded. 
The president's annual report was then 
read. 
The report in part was as follows; 
After calling attention to the marked 


Clallam, legalizing those denials of in 
dividual rights which it has heretofore 
sought to enjoin the force. It drew u 
and fathered the eight-hour and anti 
injunction bills, the former of 
which 
could well have been entitled ‘An Aet 
to repeal the bill of rights guaranteeing 
the freedom of the Individual,’ and the 
latter should have been termed. ‘A bill 
to legalize strikes and boycotts.’ 
"The introduction 
in congress 
of 
such m easures as these and the sup 
port they received there and from the 
press and public can only be regarded 
as ominous m anifestations of the deep 
seated, power of an organization which 
in late years had had such an insidious 
growth th a t we And it dominating to 
a dangerous degree the whole social 
political anil governmental systems of 
growth of the National Association of | the nation. W ho can take note of the 
M anufacturers which now 
has 
over 
twenty-one hundred m embers on its 
roll, Mr. P arry immediately took up 
the question of the battle between the 
m anufacturers and organized labor in 
connection with the 
eight-hour 
and 
anti-conspiracy bills, which were de­ 
feated at the last -session of congress. 
Referring to this contest, Mr. Parry 
sa i d : 
“By its determined 
opposition 
to 
the passage of the eight-hour and the 
anti-injunction bills this 
association 
performed w hat to my mind, was 
a 
great public service, the full signifl- 
ance of which is, perhaps, not realized 
even by m any who were foremost in 
condemning 
those 
measures. 
The 
mere defeating of these two bills does 
not tell the story. 
W hat was done that 
was much more im portant 
and 
fa r­ 
reaching was to give 
an 
opportune 
heck to socialistic impulse. 
It is im ­ 
possible to hide our eyes to the fact 
that a large m ass of the people, for­ 
getful of the liberties and blessings 
they now enjoy, are with restless a r ­ 
dor striving to force the 
nation 
to 
what m ust eventually mean industrial 
disaster, lf not anarchy and despotism. 
“Organized Labor, an arm y presum- 
bly two million strong, 
feeling 
its 
strength and exultant over m any vic­ 
tories It had won, concluded last w in­ 
ter th a t the time w as ripe to 
m ake 
congress engraft upon 
the 
statu te 
botfks of the 
nation its sprigs 
of so- 


hundreds 
of 
strikes 
during 
the 
last 
year, 
of tho 
m any acts of a g ­ 
gression and ruthless violation of prin 
eiples heretofore held dear 
by the 
American people, of 
the subservient 
and apologetic tone of m any new s­ 
papers and public men 
toward 
those 
things, 
and also of the all too preval­ 
ent antagonism toward capital w ith­ 
out being impressed witj^Alio gravity 
of the situation,?- 
lf Gr^fflized Labor 
had succeeded in getting its two bills 
enacted into law, more measures of a 
similar character would have followed 
close upon the heels, and we should 
h a w found socialism stealing upon us 
at a rapid rate. 
“It is well that those who would 
revolutionize the social order, should 
at the very Inception of their national 
program meet with organized resist­ 
ance and it was fortunate that thor# 
was an association strong 
enough to 
checkm ate the influence of 
organized 
labor this last winter, and th at at a 
time when in the full plentitude of its 
power, it seemed certain to success. 
This conflict and it wras a conflict, and 
a very momentous one—deserves to go 
down in history as the first decisive 
defeat of the socialistic forces which 
have of late years had such surprising 
growth. 
National Secretary Marshall Cushing's 
annual rep* rt showed an increase in mem­ 
bership of IOO per cent, during the last 
year and a satisfactory financial condi­ 
tion.

S PE E D RULES NECESSARY. 


The speed of automobiles is being regulated by the leading cities all 
over the country, or a t least by such cities as had not previously adopted 
safe speed rules for the regulation of such vehicles. 
There are certain streets on which automobiles drive at 
a 
dangerous 
rate of speed. 
One of these is Andover street, another Rogers street. 
On 
both streets are steep hills down which the Red Devils pass at a rate that 
m akes collisions extremely dangerous. 
If children happen to be on* the 
streets they are in imminent danger of being run over. 
It Is absolutely nec­ 
essary that some speed rules be adopted and enforced, especially because 
chaffeurs 
from other places occasionally come here and drive around 
the 
city with the utm ost carelessness. 
There is a bill before the legislature fixing the maximum speed of autos 
St twelve miles an hour in cities and twenty miles on 
country roads, 
but It is 
not Intended to supersede local ordinances. 
Each 
city and town is still to 
be left free to adopt such rules us it deems 
expedient 
for the city or town 
which does not make special rules of its own will be subject to the provis­ 
ions of this bill in case the m easure becomes a law. 
It is time this city adopted some rules to prevent accidents 
during 
the 
Bummer from the fast driving of automobiles.

legislation enacted or defeated by the 
last assembly will be made the sub­ 
ject of searching Inquiry.

the grand jury to testify

over the country, or at least by such cities as bad not previously adopted 
sate speed rules for the regulation of such vehicles. 


There arc certain streets on which automobiles drive at 
a 
dangerous 


rate of speed. One of these is Andovcr street, another Rogers street. On 
both streets arc steep hills down which the Red Devils pass at a rate lhat 


' makes collisions extremely- dangerous. If children happen to be on'the 


streets they are In imminent danger of being run over. It Is absolutely nec- 
essary that some speed, rules be adopted and enforced, especially localise 
chaffeura from other places occasionally come here and drive around the 
city with the utmost carelessness.

I H E Rev. Mr. Truesdell

of

result of the development of the a s ­ 
sociated Idea of 
force a n d therefore 
lintier it industry h a s secured gre ater 
power th a n it has ever received.

la true this should have been done last fall but it is better now than later 
ton. 
It is the intention of the commission to provide abundant shade trees 
With seats so arranged th a t they will take in

In the plan to be carried out by the commission, a green house 
Is a necessity. 
This will be a source of economy rather than expense as 
the city every year buys a considerable q uantity of 
dowers, 
plants and 
shrubs.

will also be more fountains, more bandstands and more flower beds. 
The 
commission h as not yet fully developed its plans for park extension. 
It is 
not likely th a t any new land will be purchased for several years hut lf any 
public spirited citizen has a piece of land to offer as a gift it will probably 
be accepted if it be suitable for park Purposes. 
The 
present 
parks 
will 
undergo extensive improvements before any new parks are acquired. 


SPE E D RULES NECESSARY. 


The speed of automobiles Is being regulated by the leading cities ail 
over the country, or a t least by such cities as had not previously adopted 
safe speed rules for the regulation of Bilch vehicles. 
There are certain streets on which automobiles drive at 
a 
dangerous 
rate of speed. 
One of these is Andover street, another Rogers street. 
On 
both streets are steep hills down which the Red Devils pass at a rate that 
m akes collisions extremely dangerous. 
If children happen to be on the 
streets they are in imminent danger of being run over. 
It is absolutely nec­ 
essary th at some speed rules be adopted and enforced, especially because 
thaffeurs from other places occasionally come here and drive around the 
city w ith the utmost carelessness. 
There Is a bill before the legislature Axing the maxim um speed of autos 
a t twelve miles an hour in cities and twenty miles on country roads, but it is 
not intended to supersede local ordinances. Each city and town is still to 
be left free to adopt such rules as it deems 
expedient 
for the city or town 
which does not make special rules of its own xviii he subject to th? provis­ 
ions of this bill in case the measure becomes a law. 
It is time this city adopted some rules to prevent accidents 
during 
the 
sum m er from the fast driving of automobiles.

private property, religion and the pres­ 
ent 
form of m arriage 
are 
the great 
obstacles to social reform. The Repub­ 
lic discusses this subject with evident 
familiarity with the facts attend!rig it. 
and quotes effectively xvhat is the posi­ 
tion taken on it by the more authori­ 
tative socialist writers. 
It confers a 
public benefit in so doing.

of socialism In practice, it says: “New

of the 
m any ac ts of ag 
grew ]on and ruthless violation of prin­ 
ciples heretofore held dear 
by the 
American people, of 
the subservient 
and apologetic tone of m any nexvs 
papers and public men 
tow ard 
those 
things, 
and also of the all too preval­ 
ent antagonism tow ard capital w ith­ 
out being impressed with the gravity 
of the situation? 
If'O rganized Labor 
had succeeded in getting Its two bills 
enacted into law’, more m easures of a 
similar ch aracter would have followed 
close upon the heels, and we should 
ha\re found socialism stealing upon uh 
at a rapid rate. 
“It is well th a t those aa’ho would 
revolutionize the social order, should 
a t the very inception of their national 
program meet with organized resist­ 
ance and it was fortunate th a t there 
xvas an association strong 
enough to 
checkm ate the influence of

labor this last winter, and th a t a t a 
tim e when in the full plentitude of its 
power, it seemed certain to success. 
This conflict and it xvas a conflict, and 
a very mom entous one—deserves to go 
down in history as the first decisive 
defeat of the socialistic forces which 
have of late years had such surprising 
growth.

Meetings were held nightly, rainy nights 
excepted, anti when a member was Absent 
he was called to account and the penalty 
xvas to do the donkey aet, or in other 
words, set pace for the members of the 
club up and down the boulevard.

Hugh and John, were 
prominent members of the club. aa was 
George Morrison, xvho now 
finds that 
bicycl's arc not fast enough for him and 
has turned his attention to automobiles, 
Mn.ny other local riders, especially those 


residing in 
Pawtucketville, were mem­ 
bers.' 
Bill Dodge was a charter member of the 
organization, and it was during this year 
that Bill broke the world s record for a 
mile straightway, his pace having been 
furnished by a triplet 
and a tandem 
manned by members cf the Bug club. 
Bill had a cam p up the river where 
the bugs held forth and 
xvhile 
the 
m embers of this club xvere not fu rn ish ­ 
ing pace for Dodge they were gix'ing 
the trains on the opposite side of the 
river handicaps and heating them down 
the boulevard, 
if stop 
watches xvere 
held on some of the rides it is doubtful 
if the records made by the bugs could 
be equalled for years, or at least you 
xvould imagine so to hear the m em bers 
talk. 
But the days of the Bug Cycle club 
are over and though it w as

strong organization it has now gone 
to the wall, one short sum m er being 
as long as the club could last.

Those state senators who 
already 
have sworn before the Cole county and 
St. Louis grand juries that they did 
not accept bribes for their votes, and 
knew nothing of bribes being offered 
for votes against the repeal of 
the 
alum law, will be indicted for perjury 
as well as bribery. 
The boodle investigation lins already 
assumed 
the wide scope which was 
predicted for it, yet it m ay be said to 
have barely started. 
Not alone the 
alum affair, but the text book scandal 
and the 
race track 
deal 
have 
been 
probed, and every im portant piece of 
legislation enacted or defeated by the 
last assembly will be made the sub­ 
ject of searching inquiry. 
Competent 
witnesses have declared th a t 
boodle 
was used in every single one of them. 
Form er Governor and present Henn- 
tor William J. Stone appeared 
before 
the grand jury to testify 
concerning 
the alum legislation, with 
which he 
has been intim ately 
associated. 
He 
was subpoenaed yesterday morning by 
Sheriff Hickman, 
after heroic efforts. 
The sheriff espied the

In short, I 
perceived th a t so m eth in g h ad happened 
in the F irs t c h u rch of W illett’s H a rb o r 
on th a t E a s te r S u n d ay m o rnin g w hich 
touched one of m y a u n t ’s basic, indi­ 
vidual convictions in a w ay w hich no 
ith er m o rtal c re a tu re w ould ever know 
except by intuition. 
As I a m a m an, in tu ition is n o t m y 
best hold. 
I reso rted n a tu ra lly to in­ 
vestigation. 
In h alf a m inute, an d w ith 
no g re a t difficulty, I g ath e red th is little 
eheaf of facts: 
T he u n fo rtu n a te incident, w hatev er 
ts n ature, had escaped the observation 
of nearly all the congregation. P e rh ap s 
a dozen persons seem ed to know w h a t 
th e trouble w as. w hile a considerable 
an d rapidly increasing n u m b e r w ere in 
m y ow n m en tal state, indirectly a w a re

Dr. B lair m u st hav e con­ 
curred w ith m y a u n t in predicting dis­ 
a ste r to the Rev. Mr. Truesdell if he 
should v en tu re forth from the house on 
S unday. 
And now the wise ones of our 
congregation were expecting a sen sa­ 
tional fulfillm ent of the prophecy. 
It is worse th a n bad form to tu rn 
aro u n d in th e F ir s t church of W illett’s 
H a rb o r d u rin g th e sermon, yet I h ad to 
do it.
